WHEREAS it is expedient to allow Protugal wine to k 
warehovfcd for a limited time, and under certain re^uk" 
tionsy en the importation thereof \ be it therefore enacted by the 
King's moft excellent majefty, by and with the advice and cod- 
fent of the lords fpi ritual and temporal, and commons, in this 
prefent parliament aflfcmbled, and by the authority of the fame, 
That all fuch Portugal wine as (hall be imported into the united
